Flowers were strewn in Ma- 
dero's path by society women and 
l.'ons alike and thousands of school 
children sang the national anthem. 


Thirty-four years, six months and 


8 days ago Rebel Leader Diaz march- 
ed-hrfto Mexico City at-ttoe head of his 
victorious army. Madero came in on 
[a Pullman today with a guard of hon- 
or, accompanied by six traiuloads of 
capitalists, business men and poli- 
ticians, to say nothing of the bands. 
After the formal ceremonies of wel- 
come were finished, Madero and his 
wife went to the home of his father, 
where they will remain indefinitely. 
Madero may review the troops here 
today and attempt to remove 
any 


traces of bitterness which may have 
been left by the recent fighting.

MODEL LICENSE 


Strong Plea By National Wholesale 


Lilqnor Dealers—Insist on 


Law Enforcement. 


Chicago, June 7.—The sixteenth an- 


nual meeting of the National Whole- 
sale Liquor Dealers' association open- 
ed here yesterday, the members being 
welcomed by Mayor Carter H. Harri- 
son. A number of addresses opened the 
day's session; the tenor of all of them 
being for the uplift of the saloon and 
for more thorough regulation. 


President Morris F. Westheimer of 


Cincinnati, 
started 
the discussion 


along this line, saying in his opening 
address: 


"The National Superintendent of the 


Anti-Saloon League has stated that 
the Anti-Saloon League intends to con- 
centrate its efforts on the election of 
United States Senators and Represen- 
tatives who will be pledged to pass 
Federal laws to remove liquor from 
the protection of all interstate com- 
merce .laws. 


"No more 
important 
matter can 


come before this convention than ,that 
of preparing ourselves to prevent the 
Anti-Saloon League from carrying out 
its boast to control national legisla- 
tion; and 1 recommend that before we 
,adjourn some plan be adopted, nation- 
wide in its scope, which shall enable 
us to give this question 'the attention 
it imperatively demands. 


"There is no doubt that the trade 


suffers in the minds of the public be- 
cause of the tremendous increase in 
illicit distillation, but it is a matter of 
great comfort to know that no member 
of this association has been charged 
with "moonshining." 


"Illicit distillation prospers 
almost 


exclusively in those states that en- 
deavor to enforce statutory 
prohibi- 


tion. It seems probable that with the 
opening of prohibition states to proper

has reached the proportion of a 'gi- 
gantic business in Chicago. 


Six bands of incendiaries, organiz- 


ed as thoroughly as any trust, have 
operated with Impunity in 
Chicago 


for more than five years; have solic- 
ited the 
work of firing 
business 


houses, and have maintained a regu- 
late rate for carrying on. their wc^k 
of destruction. 


Roug.hly estimated, nearly $10,- 


000,000 in fire losses have been laid 
at the door of 
this lawless 
body. 


That they have succeeded in evading 
detection so long is due, according to 
Michael Sullivan-;, fire attorney, 
to 


the fact that crpbked insurance ad- 
•justers aivd "inSt^r'ttHtt' mun, eager t'b" 
pile up big records of business, have 
winked at their progress or actually 
profited by their actions. 


The man who revealed the amaz- 


ing story of the workings of the or- 
ganized incendiaries was buried to- 
day. 
Leopold Dreyfus, president 
of 


L. Dreyfus & Co., clothing dealers, 
the police say, spent all of Monday 
night telling the officials the story 
of his connection with the incendiar- 
ies and of the plot that brought about 
the destruction of his own business, 
all according to arrangement, Satur- 
day afternoon. 


Then he asked to be taken home. 


He closed himself in his 
bedroom, 


muffled his revolver so as not to dis- 
turb his wife and children and took 
his life. 
Death was instantaneous^ 


The revolver slipped from his fin- 


gers a moment later when detectives 
who were guarding him rushed into 
the room. 


Dreyfus, who admitted that he had 


profited by the operations of the-in- 
cendiaries 
during his association 


with them, had proved their last vic- 
tim. 
Their promise to "take all re- 


sponsibility for the outcome of 
the 


fire" was of no avail. 


He became so hopelessly entang- 


led in the investigation that he fin- 
ally collapsed and- when he took his 
life was in a state of mind bordering 
on insanity. 


The principals in the arson cases 


as they now stand are Leopold Drey- 
fus, 
head of L. Dreyfus & Co., who 


hired the incendiary band to burn his 
place at 232 Market street Saturday 
afternoon; confessed Monday nifjht 
and 
committed suicide at 6 o'clock 


yesterday morning. 


Lazard Dreyfus, brother of 
the 


dead man, associated with him in the 
Market street clothing business, also 
made a confession corroborating de- 
tails of Leopold's statement.

Will Not Make Effort to Attach 


the Homo Free List BUI 


to Measure. 


Washington, June 7.—Abandoning 


nope of defeating in committee th« 
Root amendment to the Canadian re- 
ciprocity bill affecting the. print paper 
and wood pulp clause of the agree- 
ment, friends of the measure yesterday- 
began on the floor of the house an 
active campaign to prevent accept- 
ance of the Root provision. 
The president showed anxiety ov*r 


the situation when, after an executive 
session of tne senate finance commit- 
tee yesterday, he appealed to the Dem- 
ocratic senators to stand oat against 
the amendment. 
Senator Stone ex- 


pressed to the president his confidence 
that far more than a majority would 
be found voting against the Root and 
all other amendments that may ha 
offered. 


The administration throughout baa 


xmtended that amendment to the bill 
would be fatal, and by reason of thla 
contention the measure was passed by 
the house In the form desired by the 
state department. The same argument 
was advanced when the measure waa 
turned over to the senate finance com- 
mittee, and Chairman Penrose of the 
committee has endeavored to prevent 
consideration of amendments. 


Secretary Knox did not appear be- 


fore the committee 
yesterday to ex- 


plain the Inwardness of the agreement 
and to urge the committee to report 
the measure to the senate in Its pre*-~ 
ent form. 
He was expected to de- 


vote considerable 
attention to the 


Root amendment, explaining whreein 
it would nullify or postpone 
the 


agreement, but he sent word that 
previous engagements prevented his 
appearance. 


The principal fight on the floor will 


be based on the Root provision, but 
whether it be accepted or rejected, the 
friends of reciprocity are now hope- 
ful of success. The reason for their 
exhilaration Is found in the decision 
of a majority of the Democratic sena- 
tors to make no effort to attach the 
house free list bill to the reciprocity 
measure. 
' 


A decided majority of the Democrats 


are favorable to reciprocity, but until 
comparatively recently many of them, 
made the condition tnat the Canadian 
bill should receive no consideration ex- 
cept in connection witn the pet Demo- 
cratic measure. 


They have abandoned that attitude 


and now announce that they will op- 
pose all amendments of whatever na- 
ture. They have even gone to the ex- 
tent of rejecting overtures from the 
progressives, which are coupled with, 
a promise on the part of the latter to 
tack the free list to the reciprocity bill. 


"We want a vote on the free list."

HEALTH HINT FOR TODAY. 


Deficiency In White Bread. 


?<<»i question in diet, except the 


meat question, has been so vig- 
orously debated as that nf the 
relative values of white and en- 
tire wheat bread. 
Some main- 


tain that the nine white flour con- 
tains a larjrer tier cent of nutri- 
ment than the entire wheat tlour. 
quoting the analysis of a gov- 
ernment chemist to prove it. 
They also insist that the coarse 
outer shell of the wheat is ex- 
tremely irritating to the delicate 
llniug of the intestinal canal, one 
pfcysician. who writes extensive- 
ly on diet, ^oing so fur as to say 
that it is better to use the white 
bread and take a "judicious pill" 
occasionally. 


Milk as a food for adults is 


deficient in iron, which gives 
that "sand" that is necessary to 
bring the moral qualities into 
p'.a.v. Now the standard analyses 
show that the percentage of iron 
in whole wheat is more than 
donble that in superfine white 
flour. Sulphur and chlorine, high- 
ly essential 
elements of 
the 


blood, are 
entirely eliminated 


from white flour, and only a 
trace of sodium is left, which 
ennnot be naturally supplied in 
common salt. 


The ordinary white flour con- 


tains less than half as much fat 
as whole wheat and only one- 
fourth the mineral matter.

rates may be flxed decennially by the 
city ^councils, tout does not give coun- 
cils final authority. 
If the pending 


Grosser mun'ctpal initiative and refer- 
endum bill ibeeomes law, the rate flxed 
by councils must 'be submitted to popu- 
lar vote upon petition of 5 p«r cent, of 
the gas users in any city. Then any 10 
citizens, or the company itself, may 
appeal from the decision of the people 
to the State public utility commission 
and piov'sion is made for appeal from 
the commission to the courts. 
This, it 


was asserted, would result in chaos. 


The gas men ask that final authority 


be lodged either in the council or with 
the State commission. 
Most of them 


preferred the commission, but conceded 
that this might result in defeat of the 
entire hill, since it would curtail home 
rule, a cardinal doctrine of the Demo- 
cratic party enunciated with emphasis 
in the platform adopted at its last State 
convention. 


"Toledo, Tiffin, Flndlay and Lancas- 


ter are the only Ohio cities to operate 
municipal gas plants," said L. B. Den- 
ning of Columbus, 
representing 
the 


Oblo Fuel Supply Co., "Lancaster's was 
the only one even part successful, and 
all are out of business. Toledo's her- 
itage as a result of the experiment is 
an unpaid bonded debt of $1.500,000."

it did some time ago. The real north 
end In Medina county shows up fairly 
well, but the territory between there 
and the Bremen field is not what it was 
supposed to be and a few dry holes 
that 
are 
expensive 
are 
being 


brought in oft and on. 
Another one 


of these duelers have been found fn 
Newton township*. Muskingum county, 
near the town of Fultonham. The fail- 
ure is located on the Stoneber farm, 
and owned by Goldstein Bros. 
The 


well is a real duster for oil and did nov 
show a spark of gas, making it the 
rankest of rank dry holes. 
The Co- 


lumbus Gas and Fuel Co., is now at 
work on two tests in the same county. 
One is on the McCracken farm and the 
other on the J. P. Harkness farm. 
In 


Coshocton county, just to the north of 
Muskingum, this same company drilled 
In a duster on the Phillips farm, and a 
light gas producer on the Smiley farm, 
both in West Township. 


The deep sand territory of Central 


Ohio I.-: keep'ng well to the fore, es- 
pecially the southern section of the 
field, In the southwestern part of Perrj 
county, and the northeastern part of 
Hocking county. 
In Coal Township, 


Perry county, near Straitsville, the test 
on the Cl'jero Phipps farm, shows for 
a 75 barrel producer from the Clin- 
ton sand. 
No. 2 on tire Tucker farm, 


in Falls 
Gore 
township, 
Hocking 


county, near Gore and west of Straits- 
ville, is good for aibout 50 barrels. T h i s j 
particular territory is the only section 
of the Central Ohio field furnishing ap-I 
preciaible deep sand producers. 
Nearly 


all of the new production is now com- 
ing from the two counties mentioned 
and the new work theie leads all other 
sections of the fields. 
To the north of 


the old field interest is waning. 
The 


last four completions being either dry 
holes or very small gas wells, and 
when it Is known that one of these 
wells cost about $9,000, it makes many 
of the smaller operators glad that they 
did not get In on the hazardous game. 


The late gas completions In the field 


are not as prolific as those during the 
first three months of the year. 
Many 


of the wells that were drilled were con- 
sidered 
wildcat 
ventures. 
Ashland 


county Is now developing the best gas- 
sers of any of the counties and it will 
be in that county that most of the new 
work for gas ,wlll soon start. 
Much 


leasing has been done near Cleveland, 
in Cuyahoga county and that means 
that some wildcat work will soon be 
started. 
It will make the citizens of 


Cleveland jubilant if a gas field is de- 
veloped right at their back door. Should 
a good gas Held be found near Cleve- 
land It will help much toward furnish- 
ing the required fuel lor that growing 
city of Lake Erie. 


Considerable land has also been leas- 


ed in the eastern section of Lorain 
county, west from Cuyahoga and north 
from Medina, 
as well 
as In Starke, 


Holmes and Summit counties. 
This 


means that the territory will he tried 
out for both oil and gas as the large 
gas compariies are the owners of the 
leases.
